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I. A Letter to Sir Hans Sloane, 'Bart. d^.S.'Pr.&c. 
containing a Defcription of fome uncommon Ap¬ 
pearances obferved in an Aurora Borealis, by the 
Reverend Mr. Derham, Canon of Wind for, 
and F. S. 


Honoured Sir, 

T HE Lumen Boreale is of late fo common a 
Phoenomenon , that I fhould not think it worth 
troubling you with that of Sunday Oft. 13 laft, but 
that I obferved fome very different Appearances of it 
at Redbridge in Hants y near Southampton , where I 
then was on our College Bufinefs. 

About 8 in the Evening of that Day, my Family 
and others at Windfor y faw a confiderable Streaming 
in the North , with fuch bright Lances and Columns 
as ufual. But at Redbridge none fuch appeared, only 
in the North , I obferved a great thick, black Bank of 
Vapours; the Top reaching about 20° above the 
Horizon, without any Convexity or Curvature, as is 
ufual in moft of the Streamings I have feen; but in- 
ftead of that, the upper Part was indented in many 
Parts, with long black Pyramids, fome what refembling 
the Streams of the Lumen boreale , the Edges of 
which were gilded with lucid Rays, of the Streaming 
Colour: Arid all over the Clouds, or Vaporous Bank, 
I difcovered a great Commotion or Difturbance be¬ 
hind them, as if fomething was rolling, or tumbling 
behind them. The End of all thefe Appearances l 
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expeded' would have been Streaming: But in lefs 
than an Hour, the Clouds (which had been pretty 
ftill) began to move to the S. W. and at laft obfcured 
the whole Hemifphere j which before was all.' clear 
enough (except towards the North) to (hew the Stars, 
although befpread with Vapours, like a thin Fog, a 
little inclining to red. 

This Relation I thought it convenient to give .you, 
and the Illuftrious Society, becaufe it may affiflt fuch 
as are wifer than, my felf to difcover the Nature of this 
difficult Phenomenon,
